CRIME NEWS. 


Shocking Case of Depravity Discovered 
in Boston. 


Boson, Mass., Dec. 26.—A shocking case of 
depravity came to light at No. 22 Mindora 
Sireet, Roxbury, yesterday afternoon. Re. 
ports that a riot was in progress in the house 
brought officers to the place. Onthe fido 
of one of the barely furnished rooms 


was found a woman in a beastly state of 
intoxication, A man in an unconscious con- 
dition was lying on the floor in another 
part of the room, and other intoxicated 
men were half lying in chairs.

The woman, Tus- 
ther’s wife, was also removed to the station 
and the five children to the Marcella Street 
Home. Tusther is not expected to live.

Norborne Visited by a Disastrous Con- 
flagration. 


NORBORNE, Mo., Dec. 26.—Fire last night 
destroyed property to the amountof $40,000. 
The fire originated in Bur’s bakery on Pine 
Street and before it was discovered the 
whole inside of the building was ia flames. 
From the bakery it spread to Kentop Bro.’s 
meat market, then Kenton Bros. livery 
barn, and last to the large and 
handsome brick building of the Bank 
of Norborne.

livery barn were burned to the 
ground. The contents of aijll the 
buildings were destroyed except that of the 
liv stable. Allthe plate glass on the op- 
osite side of the streets were broken by the 
eat and several times they were 
on fire on account of the 
strong wind. Foratime it looked as ifthe 
entire buildings of the town would burn. 
Earnest and diligent work on the part 
of the citizens averted this. ‘The 
bullding velongin to the Bank of 
Norborne was one of the handsomest in the 
county and was erected about one year ago. 
They are the heaviest losers. Everything 
was partially insured except Revely’s barber 
shop. 


SLATER VISITED.

IRISH AGITATERS CHARGED WITH THE 
OUTRAGE. 


Morley’s Leniency Characterized as Mis- 
taken Mercy, Leading to License—Glad- 
stone Attacked by the Tory Press—War 
Talk Between South American States 
Subsiding — General Foreign: Cable 
grams. 


LONDON, Dec. 26.—The recent attempt to 
blow up a police station in Dublin has taken 
on a political aspect. There is no mincing 
words by the papers in discussing the matter, 
and the drift of opinion ts that the Irish force 
party are responsible for the outrage. The 
latest appearance of the dynamiters will do 
much to strengthen the Parnellites in their 
endeavor toright what they term Ireland’s 
wrongs by legitimate and constitutional 
methods. Morley’s leniency to the Gwee- 
dore murderers also comes in fora share of 
the blame for the dynamite explosion. How- 
ever, the Tory and Conservative press avail 
themselves of every opportunity to attack 
Mr. Gladstone’s government, and have 
seized upon the Dublin affair asa wea pop 
with which to assail the Ministry. They 
have magnified what may have been only the 
insane freak of a crank into a renewal of 
dynamite hostilities, and their caustic criti- 
cisms are having a certain effect. 

The Morning Post, afterexpressing the opin- 
ion that the Dublin explosion hada political 
origin, says: Not in vain has Mr. Morley 
striven to unmuzzle the agencies of crime in 
Ireland. Where he has given an inch the re- 
cipients of his ‘misplaced leniency have taken 
anell, The release of the Gweedore mur- 
derers is followed byan explosion equaling 
in sickening and inhuman character anything 
that has preceded it. We can only say that 
it rests with Englishmen to meet this deed of 
wickedness with language which shall bring 
Mr. Moriey’s cringing and crouching policy 
to a speedy end. 

The Times says: This terrible crime is a 
striking comment upon Mr. Morley’s latest 
act of homage to his masters. The outrage 
appears to have been designed and executed 
in general accordance with the methods of 
Clan-na- Gael emissaries. 

The Standard says: This crime should serve 
to convince Mr. Morley of the futility of tne 
hopes he has based onthe policy of concilia- 
tion. Ithasrather spoiled the effect of the 
preity device for allowing Gweedore mur- 
derers toreturn to their families for Christ- 


mas. 

The Daily News says editorially: The motive 
of the Dublin explosion probably was a 
private grudge. It cannot be denied, how- 
ever, that the secession of Parnellites has 
caused a recrudescence of criminal elements 
which might have been extinguished alto- 
gether haathe Irish party remained intact. 
iItisabsurdtoconnect the outrage with the 
Daly matter, Mr. Moriey has no power to 
release aly from an English prison, 

The News publishes also an interview with 
the Dublin Chief of Police, Mallon.who thinks 
the explosion wasthe work of the irrespon- 
sible gang to which should be attributed the 
outrages at the Natioual Press office and at 
Dublin Castle a yearago. Probably by kick- 
ing the explosive from the wall, Detective 
Synott saved the lives of most of the twenty 
detectives who were asleep in the office. 

The Chronicle says: The Dublin outrage 
will not affect the political situation. It 
should not cause Mr. Morley to deviatea 
hair’s breadth from his appointed task. It 
is almost certain that the blow emanates 
from the dynamite party, which has never 
ceased to resent Mr. Parnell’s taking the 
control of the movement from them and 
transmuting itintoa constitutional instead 
of criminal enterprise. 

The suggestion has been made here that 
the Dublin explosion was the work of An- 
archists and that it was part of the plot dis- 
covered by the police here a 
ago to carry on a dynamite propaganda 
in Great Britain in behalf or the 
Anarchist cause. The officials of Seotland 
Yard, however, condemn the suggestion that 
the outrage was the work of Anarchists, as 
they do also the rumors that it was directed 


at officers engaged in the recent arrests of 
Anarchists. It must be said that the news 
of the explosion caused a feeling of uneasi- 
ness in London, and it was very evident that 
those in authority feared that attempts 
might be made to blowup public buildings 
here. Early yesterday morning the scenes 
about the houses of Parliament, the Tower of 
London, the Victoria,Charing Cross and Pad- 
dington railroad stations and other public 
buildings reminded one forcibly of the days 
of the dynamite outrages in this 
city. All the precautions taken 
in those troubles were renev ed 
yesterday. The Government buildings 
were most closely watched. Owlng to its 
being the holiday season, comparatively few 
persons went to the offices. Those who 
did visit the buildings were compelled 
to run the gauntlet of a pnum- 
ber of questioners. Every person 
unknown to the constables was compelled 
to explain his business before he was al- 
lowed to enter the offices, andeventhen his 
everyaction was regarded with suspicion 
by the officers on duty inside. 

The members of the Cabinet were officially 
notified of the explosion, as was also Mr. 
Gladstone, who is at present at Biarritz, 
France. What action they will take in the 
matter is of course unknown, but there is 
no doubt that orders have already been 
given toleave no stone unturned in the en- 
deavor to discover the cuiprits. So far as 
known here the Dublin police have as yet 
found nothing to leadto the identification of 
the perpetrators of the outrage. 

On Dec. #liast an explosion occurred at 
Dubiin Castle, which caused considerable 
consternation among the officials there. 
Considerable damage was done, but fortu- 
nately nobody was hurt. It was not satisfac- 
torily proved whether this explosion was of 
dynamite or of gas that had accumulated in 
the cellar of the castle, though there were 
many persons, Officials included, who held 
that it was the work of the Physical Force 


party. 
EXCITEMENT IN DUBLIN. . 

DUBLIN, Dec. 26.—This is a busy day in 
Dublin Castile, and thousands of people have 
taken advantage of the day to stare 
at the locality which witnessed 
the tragic death of Detective Synnott, 
who lost his life by the explosion atthe Dub- 
lin detective office. In order to prevent in- 
trusion on the scene the police put up a chain 
as a barrier across the entrance to Exchange 
court, and a strong force of police stood out- 
side the chain to restrain the great throng 
from pressing over or under. 

Chief Secretary Morley, accompanied by 
the MacDermott, the ‘Attorney-General and 
by Solicitor-General Sergeant C. H. Hemp- 
hill, visited the spot where the explosion oc- 
curred, and made a careful investigation. 
Pending the arrival of Col. Vivian D.Majendie, 
Chief Inspector of Ex Ss, the scene of 


the wreck Is left untouched just as after the

occurrence so that Col. Majendie may deter- 
mine the nature of the explosive used. 

Though there 1s scarcely a doubt save in 
the minds of the Tortes that the 
whole affair was due tu personal spite 
or, perhaps, to @ desire to bring dis- 
credit on Mr. Moriley’s administration, the 
excitement among the officials and residents 
continues. Extra police and military patrols 
have been detailed to guard most of the pub- 
lic buildings in the city and noone Is allowed 
to loiter in their vicinity for any length of 
time. 


THE PANAMA SCANDAL. 


ARTON, THE GO-BETWEEN, HAS TAKEN REFUGE 
IN SPAIN. 

Paris, Dec. 26.—The Matin to-day says that 
M. Antonin Proust,one of the members of the 
Chamber of Deputies, who ts threatened with 
prosecution because Of his connection with 
the Panama scan@al, is suffering from con- 
gestion of the brain. The paper adds that 
his family refuse to give any information re- 
garding his condition, 

The Eclaire publishes to-day an interview 
with Arton, the go-bDetween in the Panama 
affair, in the course Of which he says that 
his papers are ina place where they are safe 
from prying investigators, and nobody 
would be able to get copies of them. He 
declares that he did fot desire to be mixed 
up in the present campaign, in which he was 
no wise concerned. He added that he would 
refuse to return to France even with a safe 
conduct, remarking significantly that he 
regarded Baron de Reinach’s death as a 
warning to himself. Arton is generally be- 
lieved to have taken refuge in Spain, where 
he is waiting for the storm to blow over. 

Herz’ pursuit of Reinach, pitiless and re- 
lentless for years, is described as one of the 
cruelest crimes in history. He was aimost 
penniless and without influence when 
Reinach , made him his protege. 
To-day he has more than 5,000,000 francs 
in visible property in Paris and Frankfort, 
besides large interests in England. It is 
affirmed aiso that he himself instigated the 
briberies which he afterward used to ruin his 
benefactor. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


WAR TALK BETWEEN CHILI AND ARGENTINA 
SUBSIDING. 


VALPARAISO, Dec, 26.—Bianchi Tupper has 
assumed entireresponsibility for the pa m- 
phlet charging bribery in Argentina and all 
danger of serious trouble between that 
country and Chili has disappeared. 

News comes from Page, Brazil, thata regi- 
ment of artillery has started a revolution. A 
correspondent at the Brazilian frontier tele- 
graphs that a company of Castilhistas 
crossed the frontier at Rivera and killed a 
number of the frontier guards. Theinvaders 
were pursued by a detaciiment of Uruguayan 
cavalry and several of them were killed.

VESSEL DESTROYING POWER OF THE 
VESUVIUS TO BE TESTED. 


Smokeless Powder and Emmonsite to Be 
Tried—A Budget of News From the 
Latin American Bureau—Ex- Secretary 
Blaine Maintains His Improved Con- 
dition— Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Not quite appropri- 
ate to the season of *‘peace and good will,’’ 


the Navy Department gives oui a statement } 


that it has mapped out a most exhaustive 
programme for the trial of the dynamite 
cruiser Vesuvius and her guns. It is the de- 
sire of the department to determine once for 
ail just what may be expected of this craft 
in time of need. Shots will be fired at moving 
and stationary targets, and with the 
Vesuvius herself moving at varying degrees 
of speed. The most interesting feature 
of the trial will be six shots, each loaded with 


500 pounds of high explosives fired ata mov- } 


ing target, consisting of a condemned hulk. 
This, it is supposed, will give a practical 
illustration ofthe ability of the Vesuvius to 
carry out the purpose for which it was built, 
viz., to sink the ship of an enemy at the dis- 
tance ofa mile. Eighty-four shots in all will 
be fired, sixty-six blanks and eighteen loaded 
with emmensite and gun cotton. 

Emmensite is believed to be the high ex- 
plosive of the future. The success which has 
attended experiments with this explosive has 
prompted the Naval Ordnance Bureau to 
specially construct a seven-incn rapid-fire 
gun for further experiments. The expecta- 
tion is that with the application of the rapid- 
fire type of breech mechanism now used on 


‘the five and six inch rapid-fire guns to this 


new weapon it will be entirely safe and prac- 
ticable to fire four or five rounds per minute 
with shells loaded with from fifty to sixty 
pounds of emmensite, 

It is said, too, that with the use of smoke- 
less powder as the propelling force the shells 
fired from this weapon will be givena very 
great velocity, thus affording the 
highest degree of penetration expected of 
unloaded shells fired from the best high 
power guns. If these shells burst detona- 
tively at will, asis claimed, a few minutes 


fire at the rapid rate estimated would mean 
destruction to any unarmored ship orto any 
armored craft whose vitais are not covered 
by more than six inches of steel. 

The new gun will be 20-calibres long, or just 
half the length of the latest type of 6-inch 
guns bulit by the Naval Ordnance Bureau, 
Nicke! steel will be used, and its construction 
wlll be of special design practically the same 
as that proposed for the 8-iIncu weapon, 
which is tobe assembled by a means pro- 
posed by \ m. sellers of Philadelphia. It will 
have only three principal parts, a tube, an 
inner Jacket and an outer jacket. The high 
explosive shells will be put into mettallic 
cases in the saine manner asthe fixed ammu- 
nition used in all other rapid fire guns, 


LATIN-AMERICAN NEWS. 
Among interesting Mexican items received 
by the Latin-American Bureau is the follow- 
ing: 
The Mexican Steamship Co. of Philadelphia 


has decided to Increase its capital from $100, - 
000 .o $250,000 and place three new ships upon 
its line. Under its present schedule the com- 
pany has twy steamers on Its line to Pro- 
gresso, Tampico, Tuxpan and Vera Cruz, 
making the trip Mm forty-three days, stopping 
both ways at Havana. It is proposed to 
ply the three bnew steamers direct to Mex!- 
can ports and use the present vessels in the 
Havana trade only. 

‘there isa large colony of American farm- 
ersin the vicinity of Montemorelos, in the 
State of Neuvo Leon, Mexico, and along the 
line of the Monterey & Mexican Gulf Railway 
engaged inthe profitable culture of oranges 
and other fruits. Large shipments of Mex!i- 
can oranges and limes are being made to the 
United States. 

In August last 7,105 head of cattle, 10,212 
sheep and 2,184 hogs were slaughtered in the 
City of Mexico. ‘lhe first ylelded $2,842 to the 
municipal revenues, the second $1.531.80 and 
the third $673.60. There are now 651 schools 
for boys in the City of Mexico, 50 for girls and 
12 night schools for aduits of both sexes, with 
an average monthly attendance of 10,148 
scholars. The city has tentheaters, eleven 
public markets, 208 gas-lights, 1,630 oll of tur- 
pentine lamps, 475 electric lights, 15 pubiic 
clockS and a population of from 400,000 to 
450,000.

BuFFALO, N. Y., Dec. 26.—The three Cana- 
dian cruisers built at Owen Sound, Ontario, 
which are causing so much warlike talk, are 
said by an old shipowner, one of the 
few who have been allowed to inspect these 
vessels, tobe much smaller than has been 
represented. He asserts that they are armed 
with one small gun each and are in fact what 
Sir Julian Paunceforte said they were, mere 
revenue cutters.

There have been no additions to the num- 
ber of furniture factories or jobbine houses 
in 1892, Dutevery manufacturer has materi- 
ally enlarged his facilities for manufacturing. 
Increasing attention has Iately been paid 
to the making of i$ fine furniture, 
and the most exacting demands in 
that directions are being supplied by St. 
Louis factories. The Aomand for elegant 
furniture is far beyond the local capacity, as 
the Furniture Board of Trade is now en- 
deavoring toinducethe investment of out- 
side capital. It tis estimated that an ad- 
dition of 25 percent to thecity’s mannfac- 
turing force woud be required to satisfy 
the present requirements of the situation. 
Still, in some lines, St. Louts easily leas the 
country. She has three large chair factories 
whose output excz3eds the combined output 
of all the factoriesin any large manufactur- 
ing city of the coumry. Hertwo large spring 
bed factories contr] the best patents in that 
line, and during the year both factories have 
established new and greatiy enlarged plants. 
Very remarkble pos has been made in 
the production of te parlor furniture. 

Of quite recent es'ablishment, and of great 
deveiopment during the year, is the business 
of car furniture maiutfacturing. A trade has 
been bullt up for railway couches (car chairs) 
in India, Kussia, England, Australia, South 
America, Mexico, sides with nearly ali the 
great railway systems of the country. 

The furniture outwok for 18/3 is very prom- 
ising and, if nothing unforeseen occurs, it 
willbe phenomenaly large. There are those 
‘who predict that ih ten years St. Louis will 
be second to no city inthe country in the 
production of furnture,

LEATHER. 


A Gain of 3831-3 Per Cent in Trade Over 
1891. 


The trade inleather compares well with 
that of other branches generally. During 
1892 four new houses were added to the 
trade, representing an increase in sales of 
over $500,000. Although the prices have 
been low, the tmde for the year will 
foot up about %,500,000. The leather 
houses proper sel. about $4,300,000, and 


the hide and leather hduses about $200,000. 
The gain over 1591, has been about 4313 per 
cent. This fine resuit has not come about 
spontaneously; it represents hard and con- 
tinuous work, backed vy the good character 
ofthose inthe trade, and by a growing ap- 
preciuation of the advantages of “st. 
Louis as a good distributing point. 
While the leather houses get the bulk 
of their trade from the wholesale sloe manu- 
facturers of St. Louis and vicinity, and the 
wholesale harness and saddiery manufac- 
turers, etc., their shipments cover a wide 
revion, Ohio May be regarded at presentas 
the eastern boundary, California neces- 
sarily the westernmost’ Hmit, while 
the north and south range is 
Wisconsin and Minnesota to the Gulf. The 
best territory isto the west. southwest and 
northwest, but Illinoisis a very good buying 
State. 

The leather trade of St. Louis is on a sound 
basis; there have been no fallures for years; 
and with the increase tobe expected from 
the four mew houses they are figuring on 
$5,000,000 sales for 1823, 

Very little shoe leather ts made In St. Louts; 
the chief product of the tanneries is harness 
leather; Dut such is the local demand for 
boot and shoe leather that it is likely that an 
attempt will be mate to supply it by the 
erection of large tanneries for that purpose; 
and the prediction is made that in five years 
St. Louls will be making several grades of 
shoe leather, including the finest muroccos. 
The product Of the local tanneries is largely 
consumed by the !ocal harness factories.

over 1891 that is estimated to be from 
l0to Upercent.

The cholera scare had little appre- 
clable effect on trade in the way of 
sale of specifics and preventives, but the 
typhoid fever excitement in St. Louls this 
fall added somewhAt tothe trade in certatn 
goods.

PIG IRON. 


A Slight Falling Of in th: Trade Satis- 
factorily Accounted For. 


The traffic in pig iron ts an Indieation of the 
prosperity of the tron manufacturing indus- 
try. The trade for 1892 has been conducted 
for most of the year ona drooping market, 
and the situation was not satisfactory to the 
dealers. Still it is believed that the st. Louis 
sales are fully up to those of 
1891, and some reports. put them 


sligitly in excess. The Merchants’ Exchange 
indicates a falling off of receipts of some 2,- 
000 tons in 1892 as compared with last year; 
but this is explained by the fact that a new 
division of freights enabled a good deal of 
iron sold here to be shipped from the furnace 
directly to the consumer without going 
througn this cif¥, as was heretofore done. 
While one important consumer (the 
Shickle, Harrison Howard Lo.) 
is practicaly out of the market as a 
purchaser, the loss has beeumade up in other 
directions—the Madison Car Co. being 
now tn the fleld with an output, when !n full 
blast, of thirty toforty carsa day. It is not 
believed, therefore that the reduced receipts 
of pig iron indicate ai falling off in 
manufacturing, The contrary 
indicted by that of coke, which 
isan fron manufacturer’s staple, It was re- 
ceived herein I1892tothbe amount of 170,256 
upto Dec, 15, as against 133,404 tons for the 
whole of 1891. There are indications of an 
advancing tron market,and iron men are 
justified in expecting a brisk trade after the 
holidays if heaithful conditions prevail. 


WOOL. 


The Greatest Year’s Business in the His- 
tory of St. Louis. 


The receipts of wool for 1892 were nearly 
4,000,000 pounds larger than in 1891, and, in 
fact, were larger than in any year of the 
city’s history. The market started with 
slightly higher prices, Que to exceptional 
conditions, but quotations generally ran 
about the same as last year and 
prices were, on the whole, remarkably uni- 
form. St. Loulsisnowa much larger wool 
market than Chicago, and, in fact, itis the 
greatest market in the country, next to - 
ton, for domestic wools. This has been 
brought about by the push of the wool mer- 
chants and the fact that shi rsto this 
market are assured of prompt returns for 
their consignments. ing 1892 st.

The amount of insurance written 
largely exceeds thatof any previous year. 
The tremendous losses of 1891, which 
amounted to two ordinary years’ 
losses in one, have naturally 
influenced rates, which show for 
1s9z, a marked increase over the rates 
of 1891, witha tendency to go still higher.

IRON MANUFACTURING. 


Fluctuations in Prices Which feriously 
Interfere With Business. ' 


From the standpoint of an iron and steel 
manufacturer, 1892 has hardly beena satis- 
factory year. Early in the winter of 1891-92 
there was a promise of a very brisk year; 
prices advanced, and contracts made at that 


time were consummated on a basis somewhat 
higher than that of 1891. The manufacturer, 
in order to cover, had to buy material at a 
fairly good price, but the advance lasted so 
short a time that prices receded to the oid 
figure. Wherever possible, contracts were 
cancelled, made on a higher basis, ostensibly 
for lack of funds in many instances, so that 
the manufacturer became the _ sufferer 
and the anticipation of better prices com- 
pletely disappeared, and now manufacturers 
are simply doing the watching and waiting 
act. There is, however, a bright lining to 
the cloud; the production of fron in the shape 
of pig metal during this year will be nearly 
10,000,000 tons, the largest of any country in 
the world, and withthe constant growth of 
the country there is noquestion about the 
final outcome, and that the iron manufac- 
turifg industry will soon see better times. 


THE BREWERIES. 


Nearly 2,000,000 Barrels of Beer Brewed 
This Year. 

The beer barons contributed to the internal 
revenue collections this year up to Dec. 20 
$1,776,036, and atthis rate the payments for 
the full year will be about $1,827,000. 


This represents 1,827,000 barrels of beer—an 
increase Over 1891 of 152,390 barrels. A slight 
portion of this increase is attributable to the 
three new breweries started during the year, 
but the great bulk is due to the 
general expansion of trade by aggressive 
men. The old breweries have been worked 
to tneir fullest capacity,and when the new 
ones are in full blast the yearly output will 
be considerably in excess of 2,000,000 barrels, 
and there is every indication that this will be 
reached in 1893. st. Louls ts now the fourth 
brewing center in the United States. During 
the year trade has been pushed further than 
ever before,andthe Anheuser-Busch Associa- 
tion has markedly enlarged its export trade, 
and its eagie is a familiar object in the most 
distant lands.

STREET CARS 


A Branch of Manufacturing in Which 8t. 
Louis Leads ths World. 

Aremarkable boom in street-car building 
is reported this year. Every factory in ex- 
istence last year has been driven:to its full 
capacity, andanew one—the American Car 
Co.—has been added to the list. The latter 
concern was really in operation in Novem- 
ber, 1891, but Its product did not begin tocuat 
much of a figure until 1892. It has acapacity 
of twenty-five to thirty-five cars a week. 
There are now four large street-car manu- 
factories in this city, and St. Louls leads the 
world in this line of manufacture. The de- 
mand for street-cars was so enormous this 
year that every factory has been pushed to 
the. utmost, and the aggregate output 
for 1892 is from 20 to 30 percent over that of 
previous year. The four St. Louls factories 
are turning out from 225 to 800 cars a month, 
and the yearly output will figure from $4,000,- 
000 to $4,500,000, and the yearly wages will ag- 
ereyvate very neurly $800,000. Street cars 
made in Sst. Louis have been shipped to 


almost every considerable town inthe coun- | ony 


try from, Nontrealto Old Mexico, and from 
Victoria, British Columbia, to Florida. Very 
large orders have been filled for Chicago, 
Washinuwton, New York, Brooklyn and buws- 
ton.

SPANISH AMERICAN TRADE. 


St. Louis Increases Its Business With 
Central and South American Countries. 


Good success has attended the efforts of St. 
Louis merchants to extend business into the 
Spanish-speaking countries. Trade with 
Mexico and Cuba has been satisfactory in 
all lines, notwithstanding the high rateof 
exchange with those countries. There has 
been a steady increase in trade with these 
peoples, and the Spanish Club reports much 
greater inquiry from those regions and from 
South America. During the year St. Louis 
merchants shipped machinery, agricultural 
implements, furniture, olls, saw mills and 
saw mill supplies, mining supplies, 
iron, steel, drugs and chemicals, 
street cars, blank books and stationery to 
Mexicoand Cuba. Something of a foo.ing 
has been attained in South America. St. 
Louis merchants appear to be awaking tothe 
consciousness that these countries offera 
good fleid for their enterprise, and that they 
can hold it despite the idea that European 
merchants have a. mortgage on the trade of 
those lands.

MISCELLANEOUS. 


Electrical Supplies—Stove Manufacturing 
—Mill Machinery—Distilled Spirits. 


This is the big market in the country for 
electrical supplies—a circumstance probably 
brought about by the fact that there is nocity 
in the world of its size where electricity has 
been more extensively and sucessfully ap- 
plied. Electrical men claim that more goods 
in theirline have been sold here during the 
past year than inany city in the world. The 
output embraces a large number of isolated 
plants for electric ighting and the equipment 
of numerous entire electric street railway 


systems—engines, dynamos, rails, cars, etc. 
The only question has beeu as to their capac- 
ity for turning out the goods in time, 

THE STOVEMAKERS. 

Itissaidthatthere is probably nota stove 
foundry in St. Louis that has not melted a 
good deal more iron than last year or than 
ever before. The percentage of increasea 
output must be 10 to 15 per cent, making 
truly a great year for this important in- 
dustry. The manufacturing of ranges has 
enormously increased during the year. One 
local factory has its wagons—400 or 500 
in number—scattered allover the southand 
Southwest, andall the stove manfacturers 
report the capture of new territory. 

DISTILLED SPIRITS. 

The revenue collections show over 70 per 
cent increase in receipts from distilled 
spirits. This is attributable to the new Cen- 
tral Distillery, Which earlyin the year got 
into full -working capacity with a daily out- 

ut of 15,000 wallons, representing a tax of 

13,500 per diem, This capaciliy aimost 
doubles that of the two distilleries previous- 
ly in the fleld. It is likely that early next year

MILL MACHINERY. 

The manufacturers and handlers of mill 
machinery have had @ most satisfactory sea- 
son. A great many plants have been pushed 
to their fullest capacity forthe entire twelve 
months, and the pressure was such that in 
maby cases More or less extensive enlarge- 
ments were hecessitated. The engine and 
bollermakers had more than they could do, 
and there was a great demand for cotton nil! 
machinery and machinery for wood-working 
factories.

SWITCHMEN’S GRIEVANCE COMMITTEES 


Will Meet in All Large Cities the First 
o Week in January. 


On the first week in January, 1893, the 
General Grievance Committees of the Switch- 
men’s Mutual Aid Association will be held in 
allthe jlarger cities of every State in the 
United States and Canada for the purpose of 
submitting the schedules to the 
general managers of railroads for 
the ensuing year and to consider 


all grievances that may come before the 
body. Certain railroad journals have inti- 
mated that at this meeting the switchmen 
will make all preparations fora grand strike 
just as the \Vorld’s Fair opens, by request of 
Grand Master J. E. Wilson of Lacrosse, Wis. 
Attbe meeting tobe held in St. Louis there 
will be fifty delegates in attendance, repre- 
senting all railroads centering in st. Louis. 
The officers of the St. Louls lodre most em.- 
phatically deny that they intend tostrike, 
claiming thatthey are contented with the 
manner in which they are treated and are 
satisfied with the salary they receive. Said 
one of the oldest switchmen in the yards to- 
day: ‘*‘All this talk about an order 
has been occasioned by our refusal to 
amalgamate with other orders. We don’t 
wantany more federation in ours, we have 
withdrawn from the amalgamated associa- 
tion, and we do not Intend to go Into It again. 
Last Aiay when we hada strikeonthe Chi 
cago & Northwestern 500 workmen walked in 
and took our positions. Thisis the straw 
that broke the camel’s back, and was 
what caused us to withdraw. The 
association is composed of 64,000 mem- 
rs, and we had to come to the 
conclusion that we don’t care to play second 
fiddle for other organizations when we have 
made them what they are to-day. At our 
meeting, to be held next week, to my certain 
Knowledge there will not be a grievance 
brought up.

NATIONAL QUARANTINE. 

The plan of establishing a national quar- 
antine system and thus placing the pro- 
tection of the entire coast line in the hands 
of the Federal authorities will probably 
soon be brought before Congress. It has 
the strongest arguments in its favor. 

As a matter affecting both the 
commerce and the health of the 
people of the whole country and re- 
quiring the patrolling of the coast, the 
matter is clearty within the juz .sdiction of 
the general government and its auth ority 
must be recognized as’ paramount. No 
power belonging to the States would, 
therefore, be usurped by the Federal au- 
thority in maintaining national quaran- 
tine. No State rights would be violated 
but the government would merely act upon 
a right and exercise powers admitedly 
belonging to it. 

On the practical side of the question 
the weight of argument isall on fhe side 
of national quarantine as opposed to regu- 
lations by the different States. There is 
no assurance that a State would have the 
work effectually done, and _ thus 
the interests of all the States 
might be injured by the negligence 
or niggardliness of one. Neither 
uniformity nor continuity can be expected 
ofa series of State regulations. All of 
these necessary elements may be secured 
by a national system of quaran- 
tine. The funds and forces of the States 
and cities may well be devoted to perfect- 
ing local sanitation. 

National quarantine should be estab- 
lished, and with the Federal Government 
guarding the ports and the coast line, 
and the local authorities looking after in- 
ternal conditions efficient protection 
against plague infection may be expected.

‘WHAT THE PERILS ARE, AND HOW THEY 


MAY BE AVOIDED. 


Various Ways in Which the Settling 
Tanks Are Contamina ted — Clearnsss 
end Purity Not Synonymous—The Du- 
ties of Householders— Guarding the 
Settling Tanks Not Sufficient. 


The subject of impurities in the water sup- 
ply of the city is one that all citizens are in- 
terested in, particularly at the present time, 
when much of the disease now prevalent is 
ascribed to this cause. The St. Louis Coun- 
cil, Legion of Honor, has determined to take 
up the matter of sanitation and endeavor to 
improve the condition of the city in this re- 


spect. With this object in view Dr. Charies 

. Briggs, who was a member of the com- 
mittes appointed by the Medical Society to 
make an investigation of the city water, was 
invited to deliver an address. He consented 
and read the following paper: 

DR. BRIGGS’ ADDRESS. 

If our settling basins and their surround- 
ings were more diréctly under the observa- 
tion of the citizens of st. Louis, instead of 
Déing at a distance in a comparatively unfre- 
qguented part or the city, it would not be nec- 
ey to labor to dispel the apathy of the 
pudiic. 

The Board of Health would not, as it does 
now, lack the countenance and support of 
ve in its efforts to suppress nuisances 

hat contaminate the city water supply. 

One of the most important objects the 
Medical Committee had in view was to pre- 
sent to the public the evidence of eye-wit- 
nesses ofa state of things that ought not to 
be wee to continue if it is possible to pre- 
vent it. 

When wecame away from the nauseating 
stenches of Gingrass Creek and stood on the 
edge ofthe crib of the intake tower looking 
down at the water entering it directly under 
our feet and knew that forty minutes before 
some of that water was sewage at the mouth 
of the creek, we did not need to be urged to 
do what we could to favor the suppression of 
nuisances in the northern part of the city. 

One point not fully understood in its full 
importance is the large surface of water in 
the busins for the absorption and reception 
of impurities blown over it by the northwest 
winds from the rendering establishments of 
Lowell and washed intoit by rains. The su- 
perficial area of the four basins is 60,000 
square feet, which ought not to be exposed to 
animpure atmosphere. I will mention, by 
the way, that, according to the _ re- 

ort of Water Commissioner Whitman 
n 1884, from 180,000 to 200,000 cubic yards of 
sediment are removed from the basins annu- 
ally, and more than one-fourth remains sus- 
pended in the water when it is distributed to 
the city. Fortunately the wholesomeness of 
water does not depend upon its clearness, 
andin the settling of Missouri River water 
the clays in suspension undoubtedly carry to 
the bottom some objectionable substances, 

DISEASE SPREAD BY BACILLI. 

The reason that we are discussing our wa- 
ter supply is because we fear the spread of 
Gisease from its impurities. It may, there- 
fore, not be out of piace ta make a few piain 
elementary statements upon this subject. 

The discovery of vurious microscopic

nthe newspapers. Certain bacillihave been 
found in consumptive patients; certain other 
bodies have been found incases of typhoid 
fever, of cholera, etc.

the laboratory, and he may bea useful agent 


in accomplishing much for the public health. 

In order to obtain the full benetit from the 
advance in science, it should be popularized 
toa certain beyond the ranks of the profes- 
sion. 

When certain microbes or bacilli were alis- 
covered it was hoped thatthe diseases with 
which they were associated might be 
Stamped out by more successful plans of 
treatment, 

This hope has not been widely real- 
ized. What destroys the bDaciilus wiil 
often destroy also the vital tissue in which it 
is living and muitiplying. 

Disappointing as thisis, most important 
Nelds of activity remain. We can often avoid 
or destroy the morbid germ  0bDbefore it 
enters the human body, and | have 
a few words to say as to 
what we can ao in these directions. 
With all living animals iife and death 
alternate, and our dally life could not con- 
tinue without a perpetual assimilation and 
vitalizging of external matter, and the per- 
petual excretion of what has become dead 
and useless. With the vital air we continu- 
ally Graw in microbes that may or may not 
develop to our injury, and with our food the 
Ganyer is still greater. 

If we are attacked by an Infectious or con- 
tagious disease Our bodies becomea source 
of disease to others. The disease-producine 
growths multiply within the body iIndefinite- 
ly, had aimost said infinitely. they 
arethrown off in the excretions from the 
lungs, the skin, or the intestinal canal, 

How doesthe patient happen tocome in 
contact with the disease germ? How doves he 
supply the cause of disease germ to his

“ PURE AND IMPURE WATER. 

Investigation and work in thefield here 
indicated, will produce practical resuits, 
and these questions lead us to desire to know 
allabout water—whence we obtain it and 
moreover how weget rid or itafterit has 
been used. 

The careful householder now tries to see to 
to it that no disease germ enters his house. 
In the future, it will be more and more con- 
sidered a moral offense if he allows any 
cause of disease to leave his house to the 
peril of his neighbor or the public. 

A large part by weight of the human body 
is water. A large part of our food Is liquid, 
and that whichis not must be liquified be. 
fore it can be assimilated. It has been found, 


88 a Matter of fact, in emidemics of cholera 


and typhoid fever that the great source of 
contagion in many cases was the drinking 
water. 

Instances are cited where many deaths 
have been traced to well ascertained sources 
of disease in impure drinking water. 

Weare awaiting with interest the result 
of the careful examination by experts of our 
city water. 

It is not sufficient for the hygienist that 
no disease-produacing microbes should be 
found in the water. 

The water must be in such a degree of 
purity as not to favor the vitality and multi- 
plication of such microbes, if they should 
happen to reach our sources of water 
supply. . 

he work of sanitation is not completed 
Until the water introduced within the city is 
safeiy discharged from it. The refuse water 
enters the sewers charged with all manuer 
of impurities and causes of disease. How 
much remains to the detriment of health? 

It is understood that large amounts of 
fluid and semifiuld refuse matterunderlie the 
surface of the ground in more or less leaky 
sewers in Various parts of the city. In the 
present epidemic it is almost certain that the 
sewers are breeding places of deleterious 
microbes. 

Doubtiess there are experts in such mat- 
ters who can instruct us as to the cleansing, 
safe ventilation and general sanitation of 
our sewers. 

Meanwhile let me urge upon all those 
whose households the epidemic has invaded

| night, isan Irish drama that 1s somewhat 


out of the ordinary lines generally adopted 
by modern Irish dramas, although not dis- 
similar to those written before the days of 
the Land League. There is not an eviction or 
a policeman in it, but there is a great deal of 


singing, a great deal of Irish wit, and plenty 
ofcrime. The situations are strong, but the 
ey is rather complicated, so much so that 
t cannot »vbe eveloped during the 
action of the play, but must 
be elucidatea by the rather 
inartistic method of long explanatory svl- 
lloguies delivered by the Pp ncipal characters. 
This is a method that has been very generally 
abandoned by American playwriters, but 
whibh the English still cling to, and the 
author, Edmund 8. Gurney, is an English- 
man, He has laid out,rather more plot than 
hbecan handle in the best manner, but in 
Spite of this the play is striking, and the In- 
terest never aes. It miget also be objected 
thatthe trueclimax of the play comes too 
long before its close. The details are very 
well worked out, andthe dialogue exhibits 
unusual literary skill and a fine sense of 
humor. ‘‘Glen Da Lough’’ owes much of its 
success to the manner in which Itis presented. 
J. K. Murray appeared as Terence O’Toole, 
the hero of the piece,and made a decided hit. 
Asthelrish peasant, light-hearted, kindly 
and generous but determined, brave and 
loyal, he acted the characterto thelife and 
carefully avoided all staginess, the rock on 
which sO many delineators vf Irish character 
split. His singing was one of the most 
pleasant. features of the performance. He 
sang ‘‘Kathleen Mavourneen,’’ ‘‘Kathieen 
Aroon’’ and the other selections like a 
sweet-voiced. Irish peasant and not 
ke a masquerading opera singer. 
Miss Olara Lane has always been a great 
favorite with St. Louis theatergoers, and 
wiil add to her host of friends by the manner 
in which she acts the part of Kathleen O’Con- 
nor. Her brogue is simply aelightful. Itis 
justa hint here and there, a broadening of 
this vowel or that, and appears to be per- 
fectly natural. Her voice is always to be re- 
lied upon, and her acting most excellent. 
Adelaide Cushman was a very pathetic Bride 
Nagle, and in the waterfall scene, where the 
demented girl was Grawn from the brink of 
destruction by the song of the man she loved, 
she was most dramatic. Her fault 
is at times a tendency to too declamatory a 
rendition ofher lines. E. L. Walton handled 
the character of Sandy Nagle, the plotter and 
murderer, ina forceful manner. Charles A. 
Smiley was a conventionally stiff and 
haughty Lord Montgomery,and W. H., 
Power, Jr., played the part of Hon. Percy 
Douglas, the vain dandy witha fine charac- 
ter under his veneer of mannerisms, excel- 
lently. Nellie Strickland was attractive and 
gracefulas Lady Angela, and the company 
throughout was strong. The stage settings 
were of a high order of merit. 


The play presented at the Olympic, ‘‘Mr. 
Wilkinson’s Widows,’’ is not new to 8t. 
Louis theater-goers, but bright plot, 
amusing situations and the admirable way 
in which it is acted by Charlies Frohman’s 
company renders it ever attractive. The 
Play is certainly original in conception, and 
the manner in which the plot is worked out 
and the characters invoived in humorous 
ae perv eng shows the work notonly ofa 
g00d writer of plays, but also of one 
thoroughly acquainted with stage effect.

In St. John’s Weber’s Mass in G at 5, 
and Mozart’s Twelfth Mass at 10:30 were 
sung, the school boys forming a chorus at 
the early mass.

Among the other 
places where special preparations were had, 
are St. Lawrence U’Toole’s, St. Kevin’s, St. 
Vincent’s, St. Paul’s, St. Agnes’, St. Thomas 
of Aquin’s, Immaculate Conception, St. Pat- 
rick’s, St. Rose’s and St. Ann’s Churches. 

At Christ Church opposite the Exposition 
on Locust streetthe musical members were 
especially impressive, the surpliced chor- 
isters with their youthful voices assisting Mr. 
Wayman MeCreery, who carried the solo 
parts. The fine chorus choirof Mount Calva- 
ry Church sang admirably and at Holy Com- 
munion soloists Mrs. Nellie Haynes-Barnett, 
Gwilym Miles and G. Bradburn drew com- 
mendation.

THE POWER OF WATER. 


AnInstance Whers It Would be Useless 
to Get an Ax. 
From the American Stockman, 

After an elaborate series of computations 
Prof. Samuel B. Christy of the University 
of California, an eminent authority on 
mining and metallury, reports thatif a 
nozzle of from six tonine inchesin dlameter 
were especially arranged to throw a stream 
vertically upward against a spherical bowlder 


of quartz weighing 1,000 pounds, the vertical 
head being anywhere from 100 to 150 feet, the 
bowlder would be forced up until the dimin- 
ished velocity of the stream established an 
equilibrium of pressures. ‘There would bea 
pointat which the upward pressure of the 
stream would exactly balance the gravity 
Resear. of the bowlder, holding it, the half- 
on rock, there suspended. 

As to cutting these streams, Prof. Christy 
says that he has often triedto drivea crow- 
barintoone of them. The stream felt as 
solid asa bar ofiron, and although he could 
feel the point of the crowbar enter the water 
for perhaps half an inch, the bar was thrown 
forward with such force that it was almost 
impossible to retain itinthe grasp. ADax 
swung by the most powerful man alive could 
not penetrate the stream, yet it might be cut 
by the finger ofa child if ‘a child were seated 
on arailway train moving parallel with the 
stream inthe same direction and with the 
same velocity. That velocity would be con- 
siderably more than & mile a minute. 

Justice Bradley of the Supreme Court has 
also tried his intellect upon the mathematics 
of the problem submitted by Judge Field. 
He delivers this opinion: ‘‘I can well believe 
all you say with regardtothe tremendous 
force of streams issuing from the pipes of the 
miners under a large head of water. Of 
course they would produce instant deatr if 
directed againsta man standing near, and 
would probably cut his body in two.’’ 

The statements here presented in summary 
will not astonish engineering experts. The 
average Manger however, is accustomed to 
regard wA&ter as the least destructive liquid 
that can be put in motion.

Those who are 
thoroughly conversant with the men’s ab!ll- 
ties claim that their ‘‘go’’ will be a veritable 
treat. Leedom Is a rusher and a terrible hard 
hitter.

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FOOT BALL. 

The usual number of changes in the Rugby 
rules are now being discussed in all parts of 
tlre country, but the chief points about which 
a new sentiment seems to have been aroused 
are two in number, the abolition of the place 
kick and the establishment of a_ revised 


method of scouring. These reforms are 
strongly advocated by many Rugby author- 
ities, andthe Philadelphia Press is not one 
of the least influential. 

The point made in regard tothe place kick 
is thatitis no longer a consistent or deserv- 
ing element of the game, not beingin line 
with the style of play which is now followed. 
The Press expresses its stand as follows: 

**‘Formerly the ~wame was one in which 
points were the result of able individual 
effort... Now team play is the object aimed 
at, the perfection of play. A place kick may 
be an easy task ora very difficult one. Nev- 
ertheless, however, the two points gained by 
the successful performance of the play are in 
no way the reward of concerted action. 
The value in potnts received from suc- 
-essfully accomplishing the play ure vastly 
out of proportion to the points awarded by 
the rulesfor a touchdown. The gaine has 
grown to be the performances of men united. 
iheiralin is a touchdown, four points. Why 
then should the simple swing of the foot by 
one man (possibiy a weak playerin ail other 
respects) count halfas much, two points, as 
does the maximum rewar: of thes best play 
almed at, namely, united team work?’’ 

It is asserted that three out of every four 
playersat Yale, WUarvard, Princeton, Penn- 
svivania and other colleges arein favor of 
the abolition of this method of adding two 
points to a score,

The side getting the 
most stones within the circle and nearest to 
the tee wins, and it is allowable to drive an 
opponent’s stone away from the mark.

While we have been wrangling over the 
question it seems to have escaped our notice 
that ir. Henry George’s single-tax theory Is 
in full operation in the United States, and 
still the millennium has not yet arrived. 
The whole of the taxation falls on the land, 
in other words, on thé farmers who own the 
land, and the result is the impending insol- 
vency of the whole of the agricultural classes 
throughout the count y. Other classes, be- 
ing protected, can afford to pay protected 
prices. The price the farmer gets for his 
product is not fixed by the cost of production 
in his own protected country, but by the 
price obtained for the surplus he has to ex- 
port and selliina forelgn market, in compe- 
tition with India, Australla, Canada, Russia 
and every exporting country. Thus nearly 
every year leaves. him deeper in debt than 
the preceding year, while his land deterior- 
ates for want of manure until it Is nearly 
worn out, and about ten bushels of wheat to 
the acre is considered a fair average as 
against over thirty in this country. 

ihe apathy and tgnorance of the farming 
community In America are simply marvel- 
ous, Itoughtto be the most powerful, as it 
is the most numerous, class. But they are 
now beginning to see that they cannot sup- 
port all the rest of the community, and are 
getting anxious. Perhaps the most ignorant 
organization to which the dissatisfaction 
gave rise isthe Farmers’ Alllance. Its pan- 
acea for all the ills ofthe farmer is the free 
coinage of unlimited silver, andthe issue of 
paper money by the government direct to 
the farmer. on the security of his land and 
non-perishable products, at 2. per cent in- 
terest. 

The election of Mr. Cleveland and the free, 
or at least freer, trade which wiil be thereby 
secured is the only hope for the American 
farmer, and which can save hiim and the rest 
of the country Irom a great financial catas- 
trophe, the like of which has never been ex- 
perienced before in any country.
